It is understood that the map makers 
were under the impression that the road 
was about completed. One of them said he 
had a clipping from a railway paper pub- 
lished in January of the present year stating 
that twelve miles of the gradé had been built. 
He thought if twelve miles were completed 
in January the whole sixty-seven would be 
done by the time the map was published. 


Bonds Put on the Market. 

The line of the Peoria and Springfield rail- 
road was surveyed in the fall of 1900. When 
the Alton road secured the St. Louis, Peoria 
and Northern road further work on the line 
was delayed for a time. In December, 1901, 
$50,000 worth of bonds, payable in 1936, were 
sold through Cummings & Co., 20 Broad 
street, New York. 

A few months ago Promoter Wing opened 
a suite of offices in Peoria, for which the rent 
is paid by a Chicago trust company. Then 
armed with his bonds he started for the east. 
He visited Boston, Philadelphia, and New 
York and placed his bonds on the market tn 
the hope that he soon would be in a position 
to begin work on the new line. ,

DISCOVERY MADE BY BOY. 


Police Begin Work on Foul Play 

Theory and Are Trying to 

Establish an Identi- 
fication. 


A probable murder came to light last even- 
| ing when the body of a woman was found on 
A vacant lot near Seventy-fourth and State 
streets. The discovery was made by Rollin 
Boerger, a boy, who was trapping sparrows 


The absence of clothing and all marks of 
identification, as well as the position in 
which the body was found, lead the police to 
believe that the woman was the victim of 
foul play. Detectives were put to work at 
once trying to substantiate a murder theory. 

The place where the body was found was 
within a few feet of the State street electric 
line and hundreds of persons must have 
passed close to the body since it was depos- | 
‘ited among the weeds. 

Around the body the weeds were bent and

From statements 
made by people living in the vicinity to the 
police, it ie now believed the body had lain 
in the weeds for at least three weeks. 


Six Detectives at Work. 

Six detectives from the Englewood police 
station were assigned to the case. Darkness

SHIPBUILDER CRAMP SAID TO

Argument in a Cafe at Atlantic City 
Leads to a Personal Encounter and 
Attorney General Is Attacked When 

He Remonstrates with Noisy Party

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—A 
local paper tomorrow will print this dts- 
patch: 

Atlantie City, N. J., Aug. 7.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox was the victim of an attack here 
late last night in the café of a hotel. 

The cause of the assault on Mr. Knox was 
his attitude against the trusts. His assail- 
ants were Charles T. Schoen, the multi- 
millionaire of Philadelphia and Pittsburg; 
Theodore Cramp, the Philadelphia ship- 
builder; and a Mr. Stevenson, also well 
known in Philadelphia. 

The scene of the attack was a certain aris- 
tocratic hotel. The time 11:30 o’clock last 
night in the café annex. Ina little nook ad- 
joining the café was a table with eight 
places, all of which were occupied. The 
central figure at this table was Attorney 


General Knox. Seated with him were three 


other man and four women. 


New Comers Are Noisy. 

Mr. Knox and his party were well along 
with their repast when a carriage drove up 
to the hotel. Three men alighted. Charles 
T. Schoen and Theodore Cramp were two 
members of this party. The third was Mr. 
Stevenson. The three men made their way

Presently the head waiter leaned over the 
table at which Mr. Schoen, Mr. Cramp, and 
Mr. Stevenson were seated.

A moment later a rather-small man in 
evening dress leaned over the table where 
Mr. Schoen and his friends were seated. He 
requested that they refrain fram further 
objectionable remarks. That man was At- 
torney General Knox. Just what was the 
reply he got from Mr. Schoen, Mr, Cramp 
and Mr. Stevenson is somewhat uncertain.

Mr. Knox was speedily surrounded by his 
friends, and the party retired from the café 
and were driven away to their hotel. 

This remarkable encounter, it is said, had 
its origin several days ago in the corridor 
of the Marlborough hotel. It came about 
through a little discussion concerning trusts. 


ALLEGED COUNT ACCUSES | 
BUSINESS MAN OF THEFT. 


G. W. Ronsaville, Axvented on Com- 
plaint of French Teacher, Denies 
Robbery.

In the present cramped quarters, and with 
the limited number of attendants, not only 
is the health of the patients endangered and 
the curative effects of their treatment re- 
tarded but accidents of the kind in which 
Patient Mandernach lost his life are inevita- 
ble, the physiciag. says: — 


Result of Investigation. 


Dr. Patrick’s statements are based on 
servations made by him as a member of a 
committee which several months ago made 
a study of the needs of the institution and 
made suggestions for the reorganization of 
the medical staff of the hospital. 

At that time he made measurements of 
the rooms and corridors, listed the number 
of patients in each ward and the number of 
patients to an attendant, noted the number 
of beds and the conditions as to ventilation. 
and light and other lines of sanitation. His 
deductions, submitted in a report to Presi- 
dent Hanberg of the county board, amount- 
ed to the general statement that the accom- 
modations and attendant staff were suffi- 
cient for less than @alf the number of pa- 
tients being cared for. 


Says Service Is Inadequate. 
There is no question that there are too 
many patients in each ward,“ said Dr. Pat- 
rick yesterday. ‘“‘ That there are too few 
attendants for the number of patients is 
equally true. Those two conditions consti- 
tute the greatest fault of the institution. 
These conditions obtain in every ward in 
every building.

SMALLPOX IN ZION ADMITTED. 


Dowie’s Health Department Finally 
Confesses to Eight Cases of 
the Malady. 


The health department of Zion City, 
through its head officer, John G. Speicher, 
has issued an open letter admitting that 
there are three cases of smallpox in the 
city. There have been: eight cases during 
the summer. Heretofore the Zion health 
department has denied the reports that 
smallpox has existed there. 

It is declared that few of the eight cases 
originated in Zion. Patients were taken 
there for treatment, it is explained. Of 
these cases Dr. Speicher in his letter says: 

The total number of cases of smallpox 
found so far in Zion City aggregated only 
eight. All but two of these cases came in 
from the outside. One came from Colorado, 
one from Chicago, one from Milwaukee, one 
from Iowa. one from Indiana, and one from 
Canada. 

Concerning the present smallpox condi- 
tion in Zion, the health officer has the fol- 
lowing to admit: 

“The only cases at present in the city 
are those of three little children, two of 
whom are infants in arms. The work of 
isolation has been complete.“ 

The statement by the health department 
is issued to deny “a report being circulated 
by enemies of Zion that an epidemic is 
prevalent here.” 

Instead of the statement by the health 
department easing the minds of the resi- 
dents of Zion and the surrounding territory, 
the people are greatly wrought up. Up to 
this time many of them have refused to be- 
lieve that smallpox prevailed there. 
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| MOCK COURT MARTIALS ARE 


Zion are unsatisfactory to the residents of 
the city. The patients are merely told to 
—.— indoors and not to mingle with any- 


The manner in which the cases have been 
smuggled into Zion from other cities and 
states may be investigated by the state 
board of health, which body has heretofore 
been unable to learn anything definite re- 
garding conditions in Zion. The Wauke- 
gan health board at different times has 
tried to look into the smallpox situation in 
Zion because of the large number of Dowle- 
ites who live in Waukegan and are em- 
ployed in Zion. The board had been hood- 
winked to such an extent that the mem- 
bers had about concluded that the reports 
that the disease was existent in Zion were 
erroneous. |

Plan a Crusade Along New Lines and 
Will Try to Influence the Merchants 
Through the Clergymen, Who Are 
Requested to Deliver Sermons Urg- 
ing Their Flocks Against Patroniz-

Day of Rest—May, Canvass the Town 


An attempt will be made by the Retail 
Clerks’ association to force all merchants 
to close their stores on Sunday. The clerks 
already have induced most of the proprietors 
to close Wednesday and Friday nights. 

It will be a campaign of sentiment. In- 
stead of working along the old lines, the 
clerks have prepared letters to all the clergy- 
men of the city asking their aid. The min- 
isters are urged to preach sermons against 
Sunday buying and to see personally any 
members of their congregations who may 
own stores which are open on Sunday. 

In some of the eastern cities the clerks 
have attended church in a body, and the 
plan may be adopted here. Proprietors of 
stores will be asked to be present, and in 
addition to the sermon by the minister some 
of the clerks will talk. 

While the most effective results are ex- 
pected from the churches other means WII 
be used. Letters will be sent to patrons 
of the Sunday stores, asking them to re- 
rain from buying on Sunday. A house to 

house canvass also may be made. 

The fight will open downtown, and the 
clerks believe that the stores there can be 
closed with little effort. Then the cam- 
paign will spread to the north and west 
sides, where the retail clerks’ organization 
is strong.

Mr. Davis, who was 4 years old, lived 
at 392 Chicago avenue. He came to Chicago 
two years ago from Boston. 


Letter Explains Girl’s Suicide. 
During the day the police found the letter 
written by Anna Ewald, the Lincoln park 
suicide, who ended her life early yester- 
day morning by drinking carbolic acid. It 
revealed that the girl killed herself because 
her sister had reprimanded her for the wild 
life she was leading.

ON CHILD TRAINING. 


Declares Cultivation of Finer Muscles 


Law That Should Be Abolished—Ad- 


The worship of precision and the training 
of the finer muscles of the child before the 
basal muscles are developed were declared 
by Dr. G. Stanley Hall to be a great bane 
of grade schools in the course of a lecture 
given yesterday at the University of Chi- 
cago. Dr. Hall ridiculed the notion of rea- 
soning with a child under ten years of age 
and declared himself an advocate of spank- 
ing when wayward children were in need of 
discipline. 

„We teach the children to wag the tongue, 
wag the pen, and zigzag their eyes across a 
line, while they want training that will bring 
the larger muscles into play,“ said Dr. Hall. 
“The cruel law that makes the child bend 
its energies to getting accuracy in its finer 
muscles when the basal muscles need atten- 
tion should be taken from the schoolroom, 
The larger muscles naturally develop first. 
The child wants freedom of action, not re- 
pression.

ue Beet eleven states have been sown 
Sugar in beet roots. The beet sugar 
Acreage. industry does not cover an 


imposing area. There were 
given up to the cultivation of corn in 1900 
83,300,000 acres, of wheat 42,490,000 acres, 
and of oats 27,300,000 acres. Here is acreage 
that amounts to something. But the men 
interested in an industry which affects only 
250,513 acres of land made more stir and 
pother and put on more airs in the last con- 
gress than the men interested in the culti- 
vation of three cereals to which 153,000,000 
acres of land are devoted. The beet sugar 
industry as measured by acres or in any 
other way is a little industry, and yet it 
occupied more time at the last session than 
all the other industries of the country. The 
men who grow breadstuffs and the men 
who work in numerous manufacturing in- 
dustries would have been directly benefited 
by reciprocity with Cuba, for Cubans would 
have become larger consumers of their prod- 
ucts. But an interest which uses only 259,- 
518 acres out of the boundless area of this 
country stood in the way.

A war of antiquarians has 
Broken out in Massachusetts A Battle of 
and at last accounts was Anti- 
raging fiercely. The Essex quarians. 
institute of Salem has in its 
possession a little unpretentious wooden 
pullding which, it is claimed, is the first 
structure used for public congregational wor- 
ship in this country, having been erected in 
1629 and enlarged in 1639, though it is now 
not much larger than a good sized modern 
hencoop. The structure was originally found 
and identified about fifty years ago at the 
foot of Gallows hill, an eminence where some 
people were hanged for witchcraft in the 
early days of Salem. The Essex institute 
secured possession of it, tenderly removed 
it to ite grounds, and there it hae been for 
years an object of veneration by curiosity 
seckers and antiquity worshipers. Now 
dome the fconoclasts and declare that the 
first meeting house, like sundry other ven- 
erudite things in that city, is not an antiquity 
at all and not a church building, but an o 
cow barn, and that the original church build- 
ing was torn down and its timbers used in 
the construction of the old court house in 
which the witches were tried. Eminent an- 
tiqtarians are arrayed against each other 
im this controversy, and they are beginning 
aiready to call each other bad names. 


THE PHILIPPINE CURRENCY. 
The Manila business community continues 
to complain because congress failed to in- 
clude in the Philippine bill a provision for a 
stable insular currency. Although the law 


- guthorizes the commission to have coined in 


the capital of the archipelago or in San Fran- 
cisco a dollar bearing insignia emblematic of 
the sovereignty of the United States and to 
withdraw the Mexican and Spanish dollars 
from circulation, it made no provision for the 
redemption of that dollar. It is to be of the 
game weight and fineness as the Mexican 


dollar and the Bombay dollar, and conse- 


quently will pass current with them through- 
out the markets of the east. The silver cur- 
rency of the orient fluctuates in response to 
the demands of the Chinese and to the 
Manipulation of the two British banks that 
control the rate of foreign exchange in the 
‘east. In Manila the government has sought 
to reduce the frequency and violence of the 
fuctuations by authorizing the civil govern- 


or to fix a rate of exchange at short intervals. 


An American merchant may sell goods 
worth $1,000 and be paid $2,270 silver at the 
rate prevailing. A few days later, when he 
desires to buy gold from the bank in order to 
buy exchange on New York he is compelled 


do pay the price fixed by the bank, say, $2,400 


for $1,000, which entails a loss on him of 
$130, due entirely to the fluctuation in silver. 
One firm says its losses for the last year dne 
to the varying price of exchange amounted 
to $80,000. This state of affairs to a less de- 
gree existed when the Taft commission drew 
up its report recommending that the govern- 
ment of the archipelago be authorized to 
coin a dollar or peso of the value of fifty 
rents in gold, guaranteed by the government. 
Phe coin would be sufficiently like the Mexi- 
tan dollar to pass current among the igno- 
rant natives, but it would be enough cheaper 
to prevent its rising above its face value and 
peing exported to China for bullion. It is 
got practicable to adopt a ratio of sixteen to 
ane because the increased value of the dollar 
sver the dollar now circulating in the Philip- 
pines would derange the prices of commodi- 
ties and labor. Furthermore, the poverty of 
the natives is such that they need subsidiary 
soinage of hot more than half the value of 
that in circulation in the United States. 


All this was set forth in the report of the 


Philippine commission and was accepted by 
Mr. Cannon, Mr. Crumpacker, Mr. Cooper, 
ud other leaders of the house.

SHAW ON TARIFF SCHEDULES. 
The political campaign in Vermont was 
opened early in the week in behalf of the 
regular republican candidate for governor 
by Secretary Shaw. The burning question 
in the state this year is prohibition versus 
high license and local option. There is an 
independent republican candidate in the 
field running on a high license platform. 
Iowa has wrestled with the liquor ques- 
tion. Absolute and uncompromising pro- 
hibition has been tried and abandoned. The 
secretary of the treasury is competent to 
give the Vermonters valuable information 
about the topic which chiefly interests 
them. That topic the secretary did not men- 
tion. He confined himself to the discussion 
of national issues. 

Speaking of the tariff question, Secretary 
Shaw said: “ The republican party never 
attempts to defend a tariff schedule, but 
does defend the protective principle.” This 


is a sound position. A tariff schedule, When 


framed, is but an attempt to apply the pro- 
tective principle to conditions existing at 
the moment. Conditions change with time 
and the schedule which when enacted was a 


model production, giving just the necessary | 


amount of protection, may give too much or 
too little a year later. Changes at home 
or abroad in the industry to which a sclied- 
ule relates may throw everything out of | 
gear and make the schedule a monstrosity. | 
When this takes place revision becomes 
advisable. : 

The secretary's statement that the repub- | 
llean party never attempts to defend a tariff 
schedule will be unpalatable to the repub- 
licans who contend that a tariff schedule 
once enacted by the party is flawless and 
fits new conditions, no matter how different 
they may be from old conditions. They 
assert that the protective principle is at- 
tacked whenever a change in a schedule is 
suggested. They will be horrified by Secre- 
tary Shaw’s remark, which is equivalent 
to a declaration that a republican may 
criticise sharply a tariff schedule and yet 
be a good. protectionist. The secretary 
himself said to his Vermont audience: “ It 
is probably true that many items of the. 
present tariff schedules should be modified.” 


— 


THE END .OF REBATES. 

President Stickney of the Great Western 
railroad makes some interesting statements 
as to the dealings of the railroads and the 
packers, He says that for many years prior 
to March last, when the payment of rebates | 
‘was enjoined, it was the custom of the rail- 
way companies “ to bill packing house prod- 
ucts at the published tariff rates and collect 
the full amount of such rates, afterwards 
making settlements by paying back to the 
packers from 25 to 50 per cent of the money 
collected.” It is easy to see how there could 
be no effective competition in the packing 
business with men who had such peculiar 
advantages. The great packing concerns, 
like the Standard Oil company, are in good 
part the creatures of railroad favoritism. 

According to Mr. Stickney, neither the 
railroads nor the packers dared to trifle 
with the United States court. He says “‘ as 
soon as the injunction was granted by the 1 
court it was evident to both parties that the 
old method of making rates must be perma- 
nently abandoned—that thereafter lawful 
rates must be established.” This is a hand- 
some tribute to the efficacy of the injunc- 
tion remedy. If the government had brought 
criminal suits against the violators of the 
law the suits might or might not have been 
successful, but while they were being slowly 
pressed to a conclusion the payment of re- 
bates wouldcha ve continued. 

When the injunction was issued the pub- 
lished rate on packing house products was 
28 cents. a hundredweight. The favored 
packers, who have been paying about 16 
cents, offered to pay 18.4 cents, provided 
they were assured the rate would not be 
changed. The roads wished to accept the 
proposition, but felt they could not because 
Acceptance would involve a cut in the live 
stock rates, so they decided to make the 
packers pay the full 23 cent rate. Then the 
Great Western stepped in and made a con- 
tract with the packers at a lower rate, which 
the other roads will have to meet. 

The rates charged the packers will be 
charged other shippers of dressed meats. 
There will be no more discriminations. The 
packers will have to pay more than they 
have been paying and a considerable per- 
centage of their net profits will disappear. 
They feel poor, and naturally have no love 
for the law department of the national gov- 
ernment, Which has broken up their highly 
profitable method of doing business with the

ELECTRICITY AS MOTIVE POWER. |. 

The New York Central railroad company 
has offered to equip all its trains entering 
New York City with electricity as a motive 
power, thus doing away with coal burning 
locomotives, in consideration of the con- 
cession of certain privileges which are 
necessary to make the change satisfactorily. 
It is understood that the new motive power 
is not to be installed all along the line, but 
simply upon exptess trains within the city 
limits and upon suburban trains along their 
whole route. 

This offer of the New York Central com- 
pany shows that it is practical to use elec- 
tricity in the urban and suburban service 
of roads now employing steam, and prob- 
ably that it can be used at a profit or the 
New York Central would not have made 
the offer it has. Undoubtedly in the end it 


will prove an economy for the company, for | 


the cost of electrical service as time goes on 
is more likely to decrease than to increase. 
Improvements and facilities for the use of 
electric power will undoubtedly rapidly fol- 
low its general adoption. That it will be 
economical for New York City in many 
directions is certain, because it will greatly 
reduce the smoke nuisance, which is dam- 
aging to a city in more ways than one. 

That electricity can be used as a motive 
power in place of steam has already been 
demonstrated in New England, where, be- 
sides trolley cars, trains that used to run 
by steam power are now running over long 
distances and with profit by electricity. If 
the New York Central road can do away 
with the use of steam in the limits of New 
York, then the Illinois Central and other 
roads can do away with it in the limits of 
Chicago. The Illinois Central road is named 
because it is the worst offender of all in the 
production of smoke. It makes no effort 
to reduce that production. There are sec- 
tions of the city where black smoke belches 
from its various plants and standing loco- 
motives—sometimes a dozen or fifteen of 
them at a time—in such a volume that it 
is well nigh impossible to see across a street 
when the wind is east or southeast. The 
smoke poisons the air for blocks, disfigures 
property, endangers health, and depreciates

time. The latest dispatches from Venice 
say that a slight shock of earthquake has 
moved the Campanile of San Stefano out 
of line and its collapse is expected hourly.

It is significant that while architects the 
world over are discussing the possibility 
of the city’s burial beneath the waters of 
the Adriatic and some of them fear- 
ing it, no one has yet offered a prac- 
tical suggestion as to methods for re- 
pairing and strengthening the foundations.

An Iowa man writes to ask how the fich- 
ing is up this way, as he thinks of trying 
the north shore. I may answer by quoting 
a paragraph from a Duluth newspaper of 
recent date: 

The Duluth fish market was overstocked yes- 
terday for a few hours when @ party of fishermen, 
headed by C. Sehiffman, chief oil inspector 
of the state, arrived in Duluth on the steamer 
America from Chicago bay. The other members 
of the party are Dr. J. J. Schiawig, Sioux City, 
la.; Henry Miller, St. Paul; William Bredfeld 
Brainerd; H. C. Barrows, chief deputy oil ip- 
epector, Minneapolis; and W. B. Marshall, Du- 
luth. The men have been out about a week, and 
they join in saying that the fishing was of the best, 
particularly in Flute Reed river. They averagsd 
about fifty pounds a day each. 

Chicago bay is twenty miles north of 
Grand Marais, and Flute Reed river is a 
small stream. When the trout are hungry, 
as they are when the water runs low, one 
may clean out all the pools. Of course, 
most of the fish will be small, many of them 
under the legal limit. There is also, I be- 
lieve, a limit to the number of fish that may 
be taken daily. But who is to observe the 
law when state oil inspectors and prominent 
citizens disregard it? 

There is good trout fishing in every stream 
that enters Lake Superior on the north 
shore. Up three miles from the mouth of 
any of them the trout are so many and so 
unsophisticated that they fight for the poor- 
est bait. 
ceeded in spoiling these streams, though 
they brag of their efforts, and the natives 
tell of kegs of small trout thrown on the 
beach. 

I have dropped a fly on a half dosen of 
these cold, swift streams, but have no 
great catch " stories to send to the sports- 
men’s magazines. I am, I fear, no sports- 
man, but just a common angler, who finds 
in fishing only a pretext for toiling through 
swamp and thicket to the margin of some 
pleasant stream and following its hurrying 
waters until sunset. :

ITTL® by little the particulars of the 

negotiations between the vatican and 
| the American commission represent- 
ing the Philippine government are 
coming to light. It will be remem- 
bered that the point on which the negotia- 
tions came to ref was the refusul of the 
vatican to undertake that the friars should 
be withdrawn within two years. All other 
points were to be settled through arbitra- 
tion by a tribunal composed of five arbi- 
trators—two appointed by the United States, 
two by the vatican, and the fifth by Lord 
Curzon. 


If I call attention to this it is for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating the high regard 
which Lord Curzon, the viceroy of India and 
the husband of a charming and clever 
American wife, is held, both at Washing- 
ton and at Rome. That he should have 
been selected by both the United States 
government and by the papacy to nominate 
the fifth and most important member of the 
projectea commission of arbitration—the 
member who would have the casting vote— 
indicates a aincere respect for the judgment 
of India’s governor general. 


It may be well to call the attention of the 
authorities at Washington, especially at the 
war department, to the propaganda of the 
pan-Islam movement, which the sultan of 
Turkey hae recently inaugurated in the 
Philippine islands. Nominally the propa- 
ganda is purely religious, and the mission- 
aries dispatched by him, along with cargoes 
of kora for distribution in the islands, 
have no other object than to strengthen and 
revive the faith of those Filipinos who are 
already followers of the prophet, and to con- 
vert those who have not yet been gathered 
into the fold of Mohammed. 

In reality, the movement is political, and 
aims at the extension not merely of a spir- 
itual but likewise of a temporal contro! on 
the part of the Ottoman sultan over Islam- 
ites in all parts of the world, including the 


Inasmuch as there are several millions o 
Mohammedans in the Philippine islands, and 
that they constitute the most warlike and 
fanatic element of the population, the aé- 
tion of the sultan cannot be regarded as a 
matter of indifference at Washington. For 
in the event of any trouble between the 
sublime porte and the United States the 
Turkish sovereign would be in a position 
to create trouble for the American govern- 
ment by inciting those Mohammedan inhab- 
itants of the Philippines who have given 
him their allegiance as caliph to insurrec- 
tion against the United States authorities. 

The Austrian government suppresses with 
an iron hand the pan-Slav movement in Bo- 
hemia and Croatia. The English govern- 
ment shows itself equally severe with re- 
gard to the pan-Islam movement in India 
and in the Sudan. There is no reason, there- 
fore, why the United States should borrow 
trouble by tolerating the Turkish sultan's 
pan-Islam enterprises in the Philippines.

It is thanks to the judicious intervention 
of the emperor of Austria that the duchess 
of Orleans was not expelled the other day 
by the police from French territory. Her 
husband, the pretender, as every one knows, 
is the object of a decree of banishment, en-’ 
acted against him and against the head of 
the house of Bonaparte by the national leg- 
islature of France. But this law has until 
now not been extended to the women of the 
family of either of the two principal pre- 
tenders to the throne of France.

eastern buyers have little flour bought and 
coming to them. Millers commonly state 
that on few occasions have they had so few 
orders on their books. This fact strongly 
supports the belief that jobbers and other 
‘buyers in the east have small stocks. They 
have believed in lower prices, and acting 
on that theory, they have worked down sup- 
plies both of flour on hand and coming to 
them to an abnormally low point. This con- 
dition is certainly a favorable one from the 
milier’s standpoint and gives promise of 
‘being the basis of an active demand for flour 
in the near future. The healthy and im- 
proving character of the domestic trade ex- 
perienced for three or four weeks past no 
doubt arises from light supplies in the hands 
of middlemen.“ 

Less flour was sold this week on foreign 
account than was the case in one or two 
previous weeks. Importers want to buy for 
September and October shipment, and most 
millers are reluctant to trade on that basis. 
Aside from the uncertainty of freight rates, 
the disposition of milifeed, were flour to be 
sold for deferred shipment is a problem. 
Present values of feed are considered com- 
paratively high, and it is a question what 
they will be in September and October. zt 
there is to be a material shrinkage in feed 
prices, then of necessity the miller should 
get relatively more for his flour. To ask 
enough for flour to offset a possible decline 
in feed at once places prices above the wiews 
of importers. The same feature applies with 
qual force to domestic flour sales for de- 
ferred shipment. During the week there has 
been a decline of about $2.00 per ton in feed, 
though bran is more affected than are mid- 
Aungs and other heavy feed. This means 
that the miller must ask proportionately 
more for flour. 

The Duluth Commercial Record says: 
People who are expecting heavy receipts of 
cheap wheat in the nortlfwest after harvest 
may be disappointed, farmers up there 
are able to hold their grain until prices suit 
hem.

Live stock rates from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago will be cut in two by the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railroad on Aug. 11. 
The present rate is 23% cents a hundred 
pounds, and it will be cut to 12 cents. 

This is a pequence of the cutting of the 
rate on dressed meats and packing house 
products to 18% cents from the Missouri 
river to Chitago by the Chicago Great West- 
ern a few days ago. The action of the 
Great Western has hurt the Santa Fe's in- 
terests more than those of any other road 
tast from the Missouri river. 

The Santa Fé brings into Kansas City 
from the west twice as much live stock 
as any of its western competitors, and the 
inference would be that after the live 2 
has been converted into packing house pr 
uct and dressed beef it would get tho bulk 
of this business from the Missouri river 
to the east. Such, however, is not the case. 
Owing to the competition of a number of 
roads which terminate at the Missouri river 


it gets but a small proportion of the east- 


bound business.
